Finding hlmadlf too near for 
comfort, he flew back f again. Then he 
lost hie head with the others and, flap¬ 
ping hither and thither In hts ungainly 
fashion, soon found himself upon the 
ground again. One of the men grabbed 
him by the head. Another threw a 
pair of arms around his body and held 
his wings closely. Not without a phys¬ 
ical protest did the condor succumb to 
the inevitable. He tried to spread his 
Wings. He tried to wrench hie head 
away. The men from previous expe¬ 
rience knew what to stpact should he 
eu eceed In doing either. On one occa¬ 
sion the condor had bitten the forearm 
of eoe of the men, catting through 
three ftrtrlm seers of doth with the fa¬ 
culty of a rasor. They did not care to 
furnish bones from their persons for 
his loathsome birds hip. 

Moving a coodor, or any of the other 
birds, for that matter, from the out¬ 
door flying cage to the wanner winter 
quarters, and vice versa, is a Job re¬ 
quiring care. The condor must not be 
squeezed too hard, for that would in¬ 
jure him. He must not have too much 
freedom for the play of his wings, for 
"better one byrde In hand than ten In 
the wood.” 

”Yon must keep your head level 
when carrying a condor,” remarked 
one of the keepers. “You can’t let 
yourself get nervoua when you feel his 
wings pushing out under your arms. 
If he should get his wings loose, why, 
you might see him climbing the sky. 
And if you press them too tight you 
may not only hurt him, but In* yoar ex¬ 
citement forget about his head If his 
h ead gets loose, why, you have a light 
-on your hanfljj so there you ua* 

While there are many tropical anl- 


•ern equipments of the two menageries 
the animals do not have to be moved 
when the season changes. They are 
simply shut inside or outside of their 
winter shelter, as the cane may be.—
